Dr. Harris says that these insects are 


fcfl'ectuully destroyed by kiln-drying tlio 
wheat. The grain that is kept cool, 
well ventilated, and frequently moved, 
is said to be free from their attack; 
also, by winnowing and shifting rice in 
tbo spring the beetles can be separated, 
and should bo immediately gathered 
and destroyed. 
Curtis states that plac- 


ing the grain in close cellars is the worst 
of all proceedings, ns the weevils de- 
light in darkness and being undisturbed. 
He recommends frequently stirring or 
turning over the heaps of wheat; he 
also says that the scent of spirits of 
turpentine or tho fumes of sulphur did 
not appear to incommode tho insects. 
In an experiment tried, tho odor of a 
few drops of chloroform killed both 
larva and wcovil in some closuly-corked 
bottles of samples of wheat in the 
agricultural department; the samo being 
opened a year afterward retained tho 
Mcent. 
Benzine would perhaps have 


tho same effect and bo much cheaper, 
but most probably would also impart 
a nauseous taste- and smell to tbe grain. 
Wheat kept in bottles thus treated with 
chloroform for a week germinated when 
planted. 
C'lirtH says that tho larvtc, as 


wnll as tho weevils, are destroyed at 
one hundred and ninety degrees Fah- 
renheit, but it also scorches the grain; 
ami that a room tilled, heated to one 
hundred and thirty degrees by hot-water 
pipes, bas been constructed in Madeira, 
which answers 
every purpose, 
and 


wheat subjected to this high tempera- 
ture vegetated in the ground. 
Ho also 


says that llcecus of wool laid on tho 
grain heaps attract and kill the insects. 
A larger weevil culled the hunter wee- 
vil has been much complained of in 
certain localities as eating tho leaves o£ 
corn. A very similar insect is found 
near thoPedco River, in South Carolina, 
the larva of which feeds in the stalks of 
corn, thereby destroying tho plant. 
Tho weevils inhabiting nuts, acorns, 
ehiucapins, and chestnuts are distin- 
guished by their vory lon<j, projecting 
bills or trunks. Tho egg is deposited 
in tho young fruit aud the grubs arc 
found iu tho interior. The pea weevil 
destroys tho interior substance or future 
seed, leaves of the poa, seeds of locust, 
and other leguminous plants. The egg 
is deposited singly in punctures mado 
by tho female on tho pod. Tho larvir, 
when hatched, penetrate through tho 
pod and bury themselves in the pea op- 
posite tin; puncture, where they oat tho 
interior of the pea.

I'ertain mode of gutting rid of these in- 
sects nhe.n they once intost rice, grain, 
or nuts is to sell or get rid of the stuff.

New Methods of Packing Butter. 


Attention has been called 
in this 


country lo a somewhat novel method of 
packing butter, especially recommended 
I'or small dairies aud where- the good 
housewife, early in tho season, puts 
down a few crocks of butler for sum- 
mer's -use. 
The butter is lirsl mado 


with all possible care, and is, after 
working, rolled into small cylindrical 
balls, four or live inches long, and not 
to exceed a couple of inches in diame- 
ter. Tliosn rolls are tlicn wrapped iu 
muslin cloths and the ends drawn over. 
A largo crock is then nearly filled with 
strong brine, and Ihpso rolls of butter 
arc immersed in this solution. A fill- 
lower is put into the crock to keep tho 
butter from floating. 
The butter as 


wanted can be secured without disturb- 
ing the, moss, as is necessary when 
packed into tubs, and it is then always 
fresh. 
The butter will not absorb salt 


from tho brine, for tho reason that salt 
aud butter never make alliances under 
any circumstances, and as tho butter 
will not take up additional moisture-, 
there can be no possibility for it to tako 
up extra salt. Being immersed in tho 
brine it is seen that it is impossible for 
it to be inlluunced by tho air, and this 
iu itself would hold natural changes in 
the butter in check so that the develop- 
ment of lactic aeid would go on w slow 
that if the brine was kept in a place of 
quite low temperature, and 
<|iiiU) uni- 


form, the possibility of butter becoming 
rancid would be vory small, at, least bo- 
foru needed for the table. 


Another njvthod 
is to thoroughly 


wash out the butter, while in 1 10 granu- 
lar state, with weak brine, ami when 
free from buttermilk, place the granu- 
lated butter, without turthor salting or 
working, in small muslin bags, hold- 
ing two or three pounds each, tio them 
up and put in brine the same as men- 
tioned above. At tho last dairy fair at 
Milwaukee some extra spring butter 
was shown in tho granular form, put up 
in two-quart glass fruit cans. 
Tho can 


was iirst tilled about one-third full of 
strong brine, mado of tlio best dairy 
salt. 
The tine unworked butter was 


then put in until the can was running- 
over full, when it was allowed to stand 
fora while, to allow tho air to escape, 
when the cover was turned on scaling 
it as perfectly as "peaches." Butter 
was shown mado two years before that 
was in every respect equal in 
line 


llnvor to that mado during tho progress 
of the fair. — Milwaukee Kcntind.

DEATH OF OAPT. D. L. ALLEN. 


Tne Oldest Resident of Decatur Pays the 


Great Debt of Nature. 


The alarming condition of Oapt. David 


L. Allen, at hi* home south of the city, 
near the old county bridge, was noted in 
the REPUBLICAN last evening. He died 
at 7 o'clock last night, in the"79th year of 
his age, attended by his aged wife, hiu 
daughters and friends. The Captain was 
afflicted with a senile diarrhoea, and 10 
savere and frequent were the attacks that 
for weeks he had been confined to big 
bed. 


The deceased was the oldest resident 


otDeoatnr township, having located in 
this city aa early aa 1828, before the coun- 
ty was organized. Be was also one of the 
oldest residents of the county. He was 
born in Loudon county, Virginia, in 1806, 
and removedjthence to Kentucky and 
Tennessee, coming to Decatur from the 
latter state with a drove of sheep in 1828. 
Two years later, in 1830, be was united in 
marriage to Julia E. Bead, sister of 
the late Dr. T. H. Bead. She survives 
her husband, though at present she is in 
a feeble condition. ID his lifetime Capt. 
Allen owned considerable land in this 
and Piatt counties, and is said to have 
been worth at least 970,000. At an early 
day he entered and secured the deed for 
80 acree of land in the center of Deoatur, 
extending from the Wabash railway along 
Water street south to a point below Wood 
street, and east to a point near the Union 
depot. 
Unfortunate investments and 


other causes placed him in straightened 
circumstances in his declining years. 


He and Dr. Bead built the old Maffit 


mill and dan, both of which have disap- 
peared long since, and at one time Mr. 
Allen was the owner of the old lime kiln 
near the Willow Ford. 


In his prosperous years Capt. Alleni 


who was an official and active member of 
the Baptist Society, gave generously to 
the church, presenting it the old building 
lot where the Keener store now stands, at 
the corner of William and Water streets. 
He also presented the Decatur school 
fund a lot on which the J. W. Haworth 
block was lately erected, and he gave hia 
share of the Park to the city. These and 
other contributions should keep green the 
memory of the departed in the minds of 
our people, In all his long life he was a 
consistent member of the Baptist church, 
and he loved hia church ai he did his 
home. In his dealing! with men and in 
his conversation he was quiet and firm.

teresting to chat 
with the Captain 


and hear him tell of the early days of 
Docatur, how the town develaped, and 
how tho people got along when the houses 
were miles apart and visitors few and far 
between, Though nearly 80 years of age,, 
of late 5 ears he visited the city almost 
daily in his road cart and was as eager to 
learn the news of city, county, state or 
National importance as an active business 
man or politician of 30. lie wns a con- 
stant render of the REPUBLICAN, and never 
failed to get his paper regularly. 


During the past 15 years he has resided 


on his picturesque home place south of 
the Sangarnon river, where he employed 
hia time in raising fine strawberries and 
other fruits, besides managing a famous 
dairy. 


He leaves a widow and two unmarried 


daughters. His relatives are Samuel C. 
Allen and Mrs. Dr. Bead, of Deoatur, and 
Robert and Lemuel Allen, of Pekin, 111. 


The funeral will take place from the 


Baptist church on Sunday afternoon at 
two o'clock.

The Firert of the Series of Dr. Voa- 


burjrh'B Leoturos on 


Days Abroad. 


A select audience of the cultured peo- 


ile of the city assembled at the opera 
loose last night to hear the first of a 
series of interesting lectures on "Days 
Abroad" by Ber. Dr, Vosbnrgh, pastor of 
he Baptist church, who lately epent 
ibont three months in England, France, 
Switzerland, and other sections of the < Id 
land beyond the briny deep.

'he first thing that most impresses the 
visitor on entering London is its amazing 
astnees; it is so vast that it has no cen- 
re. The best way to see the great city is 
n a Charing Cross omnibus. Ad yon go 
p the Strand and Fleet street and Lom- 
bard street, there is one surging mass of 
eople; all streets crowded, a perfect jam 
verywhere wherever you go and wher- 
ver you jraze. There are 4,000,000 peo- 
•16 there and 100,000 paupers. They all 
onsume 43,200,000 gallons of beer annu- 
lly, and 6,250,000 gallons of wine. 
The 


eoturer described minutely the old Lon- 
on bridge over which 20,000 wagons pass 
laily, and also 120,000 pedestrians. On 
>ne occasion one of the principal streets 
ras blocked for a mile both ways to allow 
he Royal carriage, containing two ohil- 
ren of the Royal family, to pass. No 
nob an incident could be witnessed in 
ree America. There was no jar or spe- 
ial bustle, the gentlemanly but wholly 
unarmed policemen of the great city pre- 
serving order quietly but firmly.
